! widespread desire for international peace and good-will, and the greatest 
and most outstinding evidences of this is to be found in ithe signing of the 
Locarno treaties, andsin the growing influence of the League of Nations. 

There is also in evidence in many countries, and happily so in Canada, a 


larger and growing spirit of tolerance, More and more there is developing 
au Willingness among people to let bygones be bygones, to accord to others 
that same liberty of thought in matters of language, religion, politics, and 
racial customs which one demands for oneself, Canadians generally are not 
now concernit themselves with petty issues as te whether th neighbors 
of foreign birth continue to make use of their mother tongue, or worship God 
in some manner differ fom their own There is, in Canada, a growing 
neceptance of am for his own character and qualilies quite apart from his 
racial origin, the language he speaks, or the altar at which he worships. The 
general recognition and acceptance of such views is essential to the develop- 
ment of peace and good-will,

Ramsay Mac- 
Donald and Lloyd George, both form- 
er premiers, Viscount Cecil and Austen 
Chamberlain, the foreign secretary, 
have repeatedly stated that the Lo- 
earno pact, which was signed Dec, 1, 
merely marks the beginning of Eur- 
ope’s peace. It settles the differences 
between France and Germany but the 
other European states and Great Brt- 
tain now need guarantees again® war, 

Disarmament is conceded to be the 
only solution, but how this can be ef- 
fected with safety and justice to aN 
is a burning question.

n handling the Canadian banner grain harvest of 


1925, the Canadian Pacific Railway has estab 
lished record after record in the marketing and load 
ing of grain so that the figures for the current year 
constitute 
world. 

_ A. Hatton, general superintendent ‘of transporta 
tion of the system, has issued a report covering th 
movement of grain on Canadian Pacific western lines 
from August ! up to midnight Friday, December 18 
It is shown that on one day, Friday, November 20 
3,559,000 bushels of grain were marketed and

Friday, November 13, 1,994 cars containing apprex 


imately 2921,000 bushels of grain were loaded. In 
the twenty-four hours of that day this represents 8 
cars loaded every hour or a little more than one an 
one-third cars per minute. 

Usually marketings and loadings take a sudden 
drop with the approach of the close of navigation bu 
this year there was little diminution as the report 
shows loadings on December 8 at 1,425 cars. 

Despite auverse weather conditions in the month 


of October which retarded threshing, marketings up 
to December 18 on Canadian Pacific western lines 
otalled 160,519,000 bushels of wheat and 26,345,590 
vushe!s of coarse grains. During the same period 
} 118.160 cars carrying approximately 173,104,000 
ushels were loaded. Of this loading, 9.060 cars went 
{so Vancouver, acd a considerable amount was ab- 
sorbed by interi®r flour mills, but the great bulk went 
to the head of the takes, Fort. William and Port 
Arthur, passing through the Winnipeg yards, includ- 
ng Narth Transcona, the largest individual yards in 
the world having a capacity of 10,000 cars.

A- fow days ago the newspapers 
printed a cable dispatch from  Lon- 
don to the effect that Georga V. 
reads one chapter of the Bible dally, 
remarks the Watertown Times. This 
is keeping a promise which ho made 
to his mother, Queen Alexantira, in 
1881. If he has taken the authorizea 
version in sequence, commencing with 
the first cliapter of Genesis and read- 
ing one chapter each day, it would 
mean that he has read the Bible 
through thirteen times and has a good 
start on the fourteenth reading. It 
would take him a little more than two 
years and six months to read the Old 
Testament and threo years and sixty- 
four days to read both Testaments. 

Probably, like all other readers of 
the Bible, King George has his favor- 
ite passages. Undoubtedly he has 
rend the Bible through from cover to 
cover at least once, not missing al 
single ‘word. Having done this he} 
would be at Iberty to select his favor- 
ite passages and read them again and 
again.

Tho “Jj” as a distinct letter came 
into being through a custom in those 
days of the scribe giving a tail to an 
“i” at the beginning of a word, the 
flourish belng at first for ornamenta- 
tion only. But since most “i” letters 
starting a word had the “j” sound, the 
tail in time became the mark of a Tet- 
ter of its own, the modern “J.” 

Having started, however, as simply 
a form of the “I,” the Ilttle ‘J’ retain-

Dahinda has been put on the map 
Its name may not yet be a household 
word, but the products of Dahinda are 
known far and wide. 

Where is Dahinda? Why, ft is a 
small community in Saskatchewan, 
and {t has two of the greatest wheat 
growers any country could have. One 
of them, Mr. J. C. Mitchell, won the 
world prize for hard red spring wheat 
three times at the Chicago Inter 
national Show, and recently his 
brother-in-law, Mr. Warren C. Clegg. 
took premier honors for hard red 
spring wheat at the Royal Winter Fair 
in this city. 

Twenty years ago, Tho Regina 
Leader reminds {ts readers, a young 
bookkeeper in a contracting firm's 
office in the Lancashire town of Hey: 
wood, pulled up stakes for a new start 
fn Canada. It was a disturbing 
change in a man’s life, but he had the 
will and the intelligence to make good, 
He spent two years tn learning west- 
ern farming methods before he took 
up a homestead at Dahinda, and then 
by pre-emption acquired the adjoining 
quarter section. 

Pioneering was hard work, but busi 
ness principles were applied, including 
strict accounting in order to show in 
which direction he was heading.

The giant cactus of the southwest 
ern deserts of the United States af 
fords homes for whole flocks of wood 
peckers These birds peck holes and 
scoop out a spherical cavity inside the 
cactus for a nest, the small external 
opening serving as a door for entrance 
and ~xit, 

The cactus, to protect {itself against 
consequent decay at the part thus at 
tacked, “encysts” the woodpecker's 
nest by means of an exudation which 
envelops it with a woody coat, half an 
inch thick, that hardens to a dense 
} texture, 

The huge plant Is a pulpy structure, 
over 90 per cent, water. Eventually 
jit dies and shrivels almost to nothing 
jin the dry alr of the desert. Where 
| upon the woodpeckers’ nests, of which 


jn single giant cactus“may contain 
many, fall out of it, scattering over the 
|ground—neat Iittle wooden bowls 
| which the Indians of that region use 


| for everyday domestic purposes. These 
|bowls are much more durablo than any 
| wooden bowl hewed from the trunk of 
the strongest tree. The reason 1s that 
lall natural wood has a grain and ts 
likely to spiit with the grain, while 
these cactus bowls are of tough, grain- 
legs fibre.
